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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  Dcoember,  1958. 

There  was  'a  decrease  in  the  population  of  60,  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General,  oven  though  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  labour  force  employed  on  contruction  work  in  the  locality. 

There  were  5 fewer  live  births  th.^n  in  the  previous  year, 
and  there  was  one  more  still  birth.  There  ?/ere  two  more  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year,  but  none  of  these  were  neo  natal 
(under  4 weeks,  of  v^rhich  there  was  one  in  1957)* 

The  number  of  deaths  went  up  sharply  from  92  to  123,  the 
greatest  increase  being  in  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  and  cancer,  symptomatic  of  an  ageing  population. 

The  deaths  from  cancer  numbered  2^,  an  increase  of  11, 
seven  being  of  the  lung  (2  in  1957)» 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  increased  from  3 io  6,  and  deaths 
from  other  respiratory  diseases  (indicating  industrial  disease) 
remained  at  the  same  level. 

I'Tew  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  slightly 
decreased  from  13  to  12,  but  there  was  an  increase  of  2 in 
Hon  Pulmonary  notifications.  The  major  portion  of  notifications 
\Tas  once  again  in  the  higher  age  groups. 

There  v;as  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  year,  but  no 
other  infectious  diseases  or  Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 

I v/ish  to  thank  Mr.  Parry  and  the  officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-oporafGion  during  the  year.
